OTTAWA — The minority 
government Tuesday flirted 
with defeat as absentee sup¬ 
porters junketed in -Europe 
and fought the flu bug. 

The government survived by 
seven votes. 118 to 111, its 
closest brush with disaster in 
this parliament. 

Conservative George Hees 
had moved non-confidence. 

Fifteen New Democrats, 
nine Credltistes and two Inde¬ 
pendents voted with 85 Con¬ 
servatives. 

Only three Socreds lined up 
with 115 Liberals. 


Their spokesman, H. A. 
Olsen, explained: 

"We didn't vote for the 
government. We voted against 
the Conservative motion. 

"This was a non-confidencr 
motion that would have 
caused dissolution of Par¬ 


liament 21 days before we get 
Canada's Hew electoral map. 

"If we had ganged up. we 
could have beaten them," he 
mused. 

But he couldn’t have done it 
without one other member of 
his five-man group. Two of 


them. Including leader Robert 
Thompson, were absent. 

Fifteen Liberals did not 
vote. They included Agrieui 
ture Minister J. J. Greene, 
who is in Yugoslavia, and 
M i nister without Portfolio 
John Turner, who is in 


London: also' several other 
backbenchers, who are In 
London and Geneva. 

Others were home with flu 
and five are in hospital. 

Fortunately for the govern¬ 
ment, 12 Tories were abserit, 
too.

—A deranged sniper, who 
spent 13 years in a hospital 
for the criminally insane, 
shot an FBI agent to death 
Tuesday and then with a 
posse closing in retreated to 
a mountain ridge with the 
17-year-old girl he kid¬ 
napped six days ago. 

"We definitely have him sur¬ 
rounded,” said state police Capt. 
Edward Switaj as 250 troopers, 
FBI agents and National 
Guardsmen — with more than a 
score of K-9 corps dogs — ringed 
the 1,000-foot high ridge of the 

nigged Tuscarora mountain. 

Switaj said the searchers would 
try to contain the sniper on the 
ridge during the night and wait 
until daylight before moving in 
en masse.

WINNIPEG (CP) — Retired 
racing driver Stirling Mo«s 
says car critic Ralph Nader 
had distorted facts to blow up 
a sensational storm in hts 
wjde-ranging criticisms of the 
lack of safety features in auto¬ 
mobiles. 

“He has .taken what are 
basically facts, distorted and 
enlarged upon them and blown 
up a tremendous storm. It is 
sensational and dangerous,” 
says Mr, Moss, who retired 


from professional car racing 
alter a crash in 1962.

As the other swivelling 
engine and the main engine 
tried to correct for the wild ac¬ 
tivity of the erratic engine, the 
entire Atlas-Agena swung Into 
an oceanward plunge. 

It happened just 10 seconds 
before the Atlas booster en¬ 
gines. were to stop firing and 
about, four minutes before the 
Agena target ship was to take 
off on its own. A command 
stopped the Agena from firing 
and both rockets separated on 
schedule, falling into the sea 
separately. 

The Atlas engines swivel as a 
means of steering, on electric 
Instructions from the guidance 
system to correct course. 

INTO ATLANTIC 

The Atlas-Agena plunged into 
the Atlantic 160 miles from Cape 
Ketmedy, just east of Grand 
Bahama Island. 

It may take three days to de¬ 
termine the specific gremlin 
that wrecked the performance. 

“Obviously we’ve lost some¬ 
thing from the program,” a 
flight official said. But it was 
too early to tell how much dam¬ 
age waa done to the U.S. pro¬ 
gram to place a man on the 
mqon.

provincial government for an 
industrial Inquiry commis¬ 
sioner. 

“We want a mediator," said 
union secretary Jack Phillips. 
"But with no s tringi 
attached." 

Mayor Rathle said the next 
move is up to the union. 

"We’re not going to throw 
away money to get them back 
to work*" he said. "The public 
is of the opinion they’re being 
paid too much already." 

He said that despite ^lis 
fragrant present, most of the 
messages he has received 
favor the city in the dispute. 


He said there is no health 
hazard so far, and even 
jokingly suggested using 
slvep to keep the grass In the 
parks in shape. 

Mr. Phillips said the city’s 
pro|<osal on arbitration only 
served to make the union 
more united an determined to 
win its fight for higher wages. 

The union has asked a 7b- 
cenT-an-hour wage Increase 
over a three-year contract, 
but has indicated it will 
accept 40 cents' over two 
years. The city’s final offer 
was 28.5 cents over two years. 
The present basic wage is 
|2 28Mi cents an hour.

Mr. Paul Hellyer, cuirent defence minister, has 
ti led by personal approach to find out for himself the 
causes of the services' dissatisfaction, with what suc¬ 
cess is a matter for conjecture, since he has not dis¬ 
cussed his findings publicly. 

He has also attempted to apply a remedy. He 
has boosted the flying pay of service pilots, for ex¬ 
ample, in an effort to keep them from voluntary re¬ 
tirement. He has instituted the bonus system to en¬ 
courage re-enlistment. He has awarded sea-going 
pay” to sailors. 

These were not recommendations of the defence 

committee. , . , , 

In fact it is a matter of record Hist ihe defence 
< ommittee, compHsing members from all parties in the 
Commons, has little or nothing to say about the min¬ 
ister’s policies. Or, more correctly, although it may 
have plenty to say the minister does not heed it. 

The grave charge of Mr. Harold Winch, made in , 
the House of Commons by the veteran member of the I 
New Democratic Party, will be recalled: 

“The minister does not ask ihe advice of the 
members of that committee (the defence committee). \ } 
He does not take us into his confidence, explain his i, 
problems and seek advice. Nine times out of ten on u 
that committee we are faced with a fait accompli from i 
the minister, and we are told what is being done. We ji 
are not asked.|or our advice as to what we think j 
should be done.' . .” 

Now Mr. Hark neat proposes that the committee 
heai from ex-servicemen what they think are the 
causes of distress in the armed forces. Perhaps they 
might be expected to offer suggestions as to what 
should be done by way of remedy. Surely such men 
are in a position to give valuable advice. 

Serving officers and men must obviously be re¬ 
luctant to express view* critical of ministerial policy. 

It ia not unreasonable to suggest they would hasitate 
to jeopardize their positions by speaking out against 
decisions of a minister who has shown he can be ruth- 
less in the cause of what he considers efficiency. 

But it still remains for the committee to accept 
the suggestion of Mr. Harkness. So far all it has 
won is a promise from the committee chairman, Capt 
David Groos, RCN (Ret), a Victoria Liberal, that the i 
steering committee will study the proposal. 

It w ould be an enormous pity if the committee 
dodged this Issue. , The ills of the services affect the 
v hole national body, and it is important to determine ’ 
iheir origin as well as their cure. 

Plain speech and public discussion offer a way to 
diagnosis, and experience may provide useful treat¬ 
ment, if not prevention of dangerous epidemic.

The Employer Side of the Carpenter Dispute 

As an employer, I must reply to the open letter directed to all employers by the 
Executive Secretary of the Provincial Council of Carpenter*. Since I cannot write to all 
carpenters, this must apiiear in the press. 

It is true that we face the prospect of a strike in the construction industry, and it 
would probably be a long one, which would be very costly lor all of us before it is settled. 

If this happens, the carpenters must know what- caused it. Two years ago, there 
was a settlement which raised wage costs over one hundred dollars per man per 
month, or expressed in percentage, almost exactly twenty per rent. Thi* was imposed 
throughout B.C. because the contractors were not united and were hadly disorganized. 

After such a lavish settlement of twenty per cent over two years, one could scarcely 
expect the carpenters to ask for almost thirty per cent coat increase over present wage 
levels. Yet that is what the present demands amount to. How can any group of 
responsible citizens in the community Justify such demands? 

Carpenters know that these cost increases are not paid out of the contractors' 
profits. They may be in the short term, but in the long run they are passed on to the 
buyer of construction, and when schools coat more, taxes have to go up. 

Mr. Learn states that the main issue is the seven-hour day. This is not true—the 
main issue is cost. Our country is facing a serious situation arising out of the threat of 
Inflation and the balance of payments situation. We face a drastic shortage of mortgage 
money, which will hurt our industry badly before it 4s corrected. These' are facts, and 
the would-be economists who speak for the carpenters .union cannot deny them. 

Furthermore, the seven-hour day will not be a reality. The carpenters know that 
the extra hours would be worked, and paid for Rt double time. The pulp mill jobs out 
■of town have to a offer a 4H-hour week with overtime at double rate, to attract men to 
ihe job in sufficient numbers. 

Right now, there are not enough skilled tradesmen in British Columbia to do all 
the work that has to be done. Shorter hours would only worsen this situation, and lead 
to more moonlighting on weekends and statutory holidays. 

The contractors have offered an increase of fifteen cents per hour each year for 
the next three years. Under present conditions, they could hardly be expected to do 
more and still call themselves responsible employers. The carpenters must adopt a friofe 
responsible attitude also. If a strike is to be avoided. _ „

When you read of Arnold Palmer’s private plane, 
of Jack Nlcklaus’s property companies and Gary Play¬ 
er’s thousands of acres of private estates you may be 
forgiven for believing that professional golf is the 
fastest way an ordinary mortal can reach millionaire- 
hood. 

It's certainly safer than bullfighting and a longer-term 
proposition than selling war surplus goods. But there is another 
side to the story as we saw just recently during Britain's 
first big tournament of the season. 

Down In Saunton, North Devon. Guy Wolstenholme spread- 
eagled the field with rounds of 69-67-69-73 to win Britain’s 
PGA Closed Championship by four shots from his nearest 
rival. It won him £1.000—which was exactly one-ninth of what 
Cary Player gave away to charity when he won last year's 
United States Open. 

Wolstenholme gave nothing away Hnd I don't blame him. 
He is a fine golfer but It's taken him five years since turning 
professional to land his first big win in Britain. I repeat—FIVE 
YEARS’ | 

"Believe me. Ihe story of Wolstenholme during that time 
destroys ail the! glamorous illusions of professional golf. 

I know how he forts. 

There are times when the big prize looks further away 
Ilian the end of the rainbow >nd there are days, as you book 
into another second-rate hotel in some far comer of a fly¬ 
blown foreign land, when you’d happily change places with 
the milkman back home. At least if he gets ulcers he can find 
the milk to keep them quiet! 

Deseri'es to Win 

So those of u* who are old enough to be generous about 
these things were really genuine when we congratulated Big 
Cuy on his victory. He won my applause for sticking it out 
through tho.ie lean years and he won the 11,000 because he 
played golf a whole class better than the rest of us. 

Believe me, hia figures, good though they were, didn’t 
flatter him. Officially par for the course was 70. But the 
relentless wind made it more like 73 Or even 74 in reality. 
During two of the four rounds, in fact, I simply couldn't get 
on the green in two at three of the par-four holes—and I was 
by no means the shortest hitter in the field.. 

So I have nothing but praise for Wolstenholme, He's really 
got stuck into his game and, as I’ve been advocating for years, 
he's just spent six months in Australia and the Far East 
toughening up. I sincerely hope this is the start of something 
big for him. 

I hope the point of this little morality play sinks in to 
those who are seeking to make the quick buck at golf. Let 
them remember that there were many who predicted instant 
success for Wolstenholme when he left the amateur ranks a 
little over five years ago. 

.Jit was* indeed, one of the outstanding Walker Cup players 
bi his era. But, as he was soon to discover, the gulf between 
the highest level ol amateur golf and the highest level of profes¬ 
sionalism is almost as wide as the Atlantic. At least it Is 
for British players. 

The Americans have never seemed to find the transition 
so hard The perfect examples ar- Palmer and Nicklaus them- 
*Ive.s, both leading amateur players in the States before they 
turned pro. 

Two Ways of Life 

Why the difference? The answer, I believe, Is very simple 
and it cannot be divorced from the ways of life of the two 
countries. 

In America the lowliest club handlcapper goes out there 
to SCORE. He wants to beat the boss, he wants to keep up 
with the pro. he wants to humiliate the course and he wants 
to take his card back to die clubhouse and brag like hell about 
It. In other words, he takes his competitive spirit Into his 
Sunday round. 

In Britain, naturally, you would be described as a "pot 
hunter” if you set about It that way. Club golf in Britain la 
summed up by the newspaper pictures of Prime Minister Wilson 
getting away from it all perhaps once a month. Hit swing 
wouldn't exactly embellish the dust-jacket of a coaching manual 
and, naturally, he's puffing away at his pipe. 

Good luck to him. He’s got more Important things than 
par figures on his mind yet. nevertheless, he eptomises the 
atmosphere in which young British golfers are reared at their 
clubs. 

I don't offer this as the neat, compact explanation oI 
why it has taken a player as good as Wolstenholme so long 
tc break through on the cash circuit. But it Is the reason why 
very few top amateurs ever make a success of the transition 
in Britain. 

The fires of burning ambition have got to bum fiercely 
inside you and losing has got to hurt like hell. 

When Wolstenholme got out ahead of the field that was 
clearly what was happening to him. He's learned It the hard 
way and from the end of the third round there wasn't one of 
us who stood a chance. 

It s a long time since I’ve been able to pay a tribute of 
that magnitude to any British professional.

An unknown sister wrote at 
the time; “Sister Mary William 
kept going fast, got the children 
out with the help of the older 
girls and safely down, the wet, 
slippery fire escape at the end 
of the house. 

“The chitdren went straight to 
the boys' shed and started pray¬ 
ing. 

“That's how the children got 
out We can never thank God 
enough that no one was hurt or 
burnt or lost.” 

The damage was repaired, and 
the school carried on. 

In September of this year, 2!0 
children in Grade* One to Seven 
win be incorporated into the pub¬ 
lic school system, and 40 in the 
commercial class will have 
found a new home.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - It 
has been death, so far, that 
backed away.

Salmon Talks 
Start in U.S. 

SEATTLE, Wash. <AP)- 
Fisheries negotiators from Can¬ 
ada and the United States have 
begun closed meetings here try¬ 
ing to settle a salmon fishing 
dispute that has brought strong 
words from both sides of the 
border. 

Canada has threatened to net 
salmon on the high seas unless 
American fishermen stop inter¬ 
cepting Canada-bound salmon In 
the south-eastern Alaska area 
around Noyes Island. The United 
States contends It has historic 
fishing rights there.

One job that needs tackling pretty 
soon now is the clearing out of the 
spring-flowering plants in those flower 
beds out front and replacing them with 
summer-blooming annuals. 

It requires a well-developed sense of 
timing to decide just when to get crack¬ 
ing, for if you clear your lieds too soon, 
you fail to collect full dividends from 
your tulips and wallflowers. If- you 
leave It too late, your plant dealer or 
garden centre may be sold out of thp 
particular bedding plant* you want 

* a * 

What do you do with the plants re¬ 
moved from the beds? Defects on what 
kind of plants you grew. English and 
Siberian wallflowers are aeldom worth 
keeping, and at they are cabbage-rela¬ 
tive : and therefore equable rl porjietu- 
ating the dreaded club-root disease. I 
figure the best place for them is on the 
garden bonfire. 

Tulips and daffs pose the biggest 
problem. Ideally, these plants should 
be allowed to remain undisturbed after 
flowering to ripen their foliage and 
plump up their bulb* for next year. The 
topgrowth shouldn't be cut down nor 
the bulbs taken up and stored until the 
leaves have died down naturally. This 
may take a month or more yet. 

* ★ * 

One solution it to leave the bulb plants 
where they are tc complete their growth 
and interplant with tallish annuals in 
auch a way that the new plants will 


conceal the untidy (ullage of the bulbs 
This works well if done on only oc¬ 
casional yearer but it gives you no op¬ 
portunity to dig over and enrich the bed. 
The bulbs, too. will deteriorate slowly 
unless taken up at least every third 
year to be dried and sorted and stored 
until planting time in the fall. 

Probably the best method is to lake 
up the bulbs in full growth, with a good 
ball of soil around their roots, and trans¬ 
plant them carefully to a row in the 
backyard'to complete their growth. The 
garden books caJl this "heeling in. 
which lo me conveys the connotation of 
chucking the bulbs carelessly into a 
furrow and kicking some dirt over the 
roois. i 

* * ^ 

Such offhand treatment will cause 
your tulips and daffs to die down much 
earlier than they should, before the 
leaves have completed their work of 
plumping up the bulhs; instead, trans¬ 
plant as carefully and lovingly as If you 
were fffbving a delphinium or a jieony. 

If you used forget-me-nots as a filler 
between your tulips or wallflowrs, don't 
chuck them on the compost heap when 
you pull them up. Instead, scatter the 
uprooted plants on a nice loose bit of 
ground in the shade. The forget-me- 
not has the happy faculty of ri|)ening 
and shedding its seeds even after up¬ 
rooting, and by late summer you should 
have hundreds of little self-sown seed¬ 
lings springing up, ready for trans¬ 
planting. 


Polyanthus primroses are good (or 
another display next spring, but they 
need a period of rest and. recuperation 
alter the strain of flowering, and they 
heed to get out of strong sunshine for 
the summer months, Digdhem up care¬ 
fully and transplant to their summer 
quarters in the shade. This sliouldn t 
be a gloomy kind of shade, as from lmv, 
overhanging evergreen branches, but 
either an open position on the north 
side of a wnll. or in a woodland glade 
with *i>ots of sunshine filtering through 
Uie leaves. Tlie soil should be moist 
and woodsy, rich in leafmould. 

* * • 

With a mixed bag of polyanthus 
plants, it pays to be a bit discriminating 
as to which plants should be saved and 
which given the old heave-ho. Out of 
any given batch of seedlings, there 
should be a proportion of extra-fine 
plants, with big florets and glowing 
colors. By thp same token, some will 
be sheer junk, with harsh or wishy- 
washy colors, not even good enough io 
lx- given away to the neighbors. 

These poor relations are best con¬ 
signed to the compost heap. The good- 
enough types are set out in their sum¬ 
mer rest camp, watering them In with 
a little vitamin B-l in the water. Any 
real sui*?r-dcx>pers may be pulled .apart 
carefully into Individual crowns before 
replanting, thereby giving a higher pro¬ 
portion of really first-class plants in 
next spring's display.

United States Open. 

Wolstenholme gave nothing away and I don't blame him. 
He is a fine golfer but it's taken him five years since turning 
professional to land his first big win in Britain. I repeat—FIVE 
YEARS! 

Believe me, the story of Wolstenholme during that time 
destroys all the glamorous illusions of professional golf. 

1 know how he feels. 

There are times when the big prize looks further away 
than the end of the rainbow and there are days, as you book 
into another second-rate hotel In some far comer of a fly¬ 
blown foreign land, when you'd happily change places with 
the milkman back home. At least if he gets ulcers he can find 
the milk to keep them quiet! 

Deserves to Win 

So those of us who are old enough to be generous about 
these things were really genuine when we congratulated Big 
(.uy on his victory. He won my applause for sticking it out 
through tbo:* lean years and he won the £1,000 because he 
played golf a whole class better than the rest of us. 

Believe me, his figures, good though they were, didn’t 
flatter him. Officially par for the course was 70. But the 
relentless wind made it more like 73 or even 74 In reality. 
During two of the four rounds. In fact. I simply couldn't get 
on the green In two at three of the par-four holes—and I was 
by no means the shortest hitter in die field. 

So I have nothing but praise for Wolstenholme. He’s really 
got stuck into hi* game and, ms I’ve been advocating for years, 
he's just spent six months in Australia and the Far East 
toughening up. I sincerely hope this Is the start of something 
big for him. 

I hope the point of this little morality play sinks in to 
those who are seeking to make the quick buck at golf. Let 
them remember that there were many who predicted instant 
success for Wolstenholme when he left the amateur ranks a 
little over five years ago. 

He was, indeed, one of the outstanding Walker Cup players 
of his era. But. as he was soon to discover, the gulf between 
the highest level of amateur golf and the highest level of profes¬ 
sionalism is almost as wide as the Atlantic. At least it is 
for British players. 

The Americans have never seemed to find the transition 
so hard. The perfect examples are Palmer and Nicklaua them¬ 
selves, both leading smateur players in the States before they 
turned pro. 

Tito Ways of Life 

Why the difference? The answer, I believe, is very simple 
and it cannot be divorced from the ways of life of the two 
countries. 

In America the lowliest club handicapper goes out there 
to SCORE. He wants to beat die boas, he wants to keep up 
with the pro, he wants to humiliate the course and he wants 
to take his card back to the clubhouse and tng like hell about 
It. In other words, he takes Ida competitive spirit into his 
Sunday round. 

In Britain, naturally, you would be described as a pot 
hunter” if you set about it that way. dub »oif in Britain is 
summed up by the newspaper pictures of Prime Minister Wilson 
getting away from it all perhaps once a month. His swing 
wouldn't exactly embellish the dust-jacket of a coaching manual 
and. naturally, he's puffing away st his pipe. 

Good luck to him. He's got more important things ths* 
par figures on his mind yet. nevertheless, he eptiomises the 
atmosphere in which young British golfers are reared at their 
dubs. , - 

I don't offer this as the neat, compact explain®* of 
why it has taken a player as good as Wolstenholme so long 
tc break through on the cash circuit. But it is the reason why 
very few top amateurs ever make a success of the transition 
in Britain. 

The fires of burning ambition have got to burn fiercely 
inside you and losing has got to hurt like hell. 

When Wolstenholme got out ahead of the field that was 
clearly what was happening to him. He's learned it the hard 
way and from the end of the third round there wasn't one of 
us who stood a chance. 

It's a long time since I’ve been able to pay a tribute of 
that magnitude to any British professional.

SHADE GAP, Pa. (UPIl 
—A deranged sniper, who 
spent 13 years in a hospital 
for the criminally insane, 
shot an FBI agent to death 
Tuesday and then with a 
posse closing in retreated to 
a mountain ridge with the 
17-year-old girl he kid¬ 
napped six days ago. 

-‘‘We definitely have him sur¬ 
rounded," said state police Capt, 
Edward Switaj as 250 troopers, 
FBI agents and National 
Guardsmen — with more than a 
score of K-9 corps dogs — ringed 1 
the 1 , 000 -foot high ridge of the 
rugged Tuscarora mountain. 

Switaj said the searchers would 
try to contain the sniper on the 
ridge during the night and wait 
until daylight before moving in 
en masse. 

NUMEROUS CAVES 

Joe G. Jamison, FBI chief for 
Pennsylvania, said there are nu¬ 
merous caves on the ridge “but 
we don't know whether he's in 
any of them." 

“I can’t tell the men to do this 
or that," Switaj said in regard to 
the girl's safety. "We are going 
to have to play it by ear and re¬ 
act to the situation aa it appears 
tomorrow " 

He said, however, any action 
would be contingent on the safety 
of the kidnap victim, Peggy Ann 
Bradnick, who was abducted last 
Wednesday when she was return¬ 
ing home from school. 

EX CONVICT 

The kidnapper-killer 
was identified by the FBI as 
William Hollenbaugh. 44, an ex¬ 
convict from the Shade Gap area 
who was confined from 1946 to 
11959 in Fairview state hospital 
for the criminally insane at 
Waymart, Pa. Hollenbaugh also 
is thought to be the “mysterious 
masked mountain man" who 
has terrorized the area for more 
than two years. 

The slain agent was Terry 
Anderson, 42. He was the 20th 
FBI man to be killed in the line 
of duty. 

ARMY HALF-TRACKM 

As night fell, huge searchlights 
were moved into the eight-mile 
search perimeter. Six army half¬ 
tracks sat in readiness to be 
used when needed. 

In Washington, FBI director J. 
Edgar Hoover vowed lhat “no 
1 stone will he left unturned" until 
I Hollenbaugh was arrested. 

Police said Anderson and a 
| state trooper were en route to 
pick up a suspect and were 
walking through the brush with 
two special Arkansas tracking 
dogs when the sniper stepped out 
of the woods.
